In a survey of the Michigan's 
corrections system, prepared over 
18 months for the Michigan Crime 
and Delinquency Council, the 
NPPA said. that Michigan can 
save $9 to $14 million a year by 
1970 if it adopts an adequate sys- 


supervision—and can protect so- 
ciety at the same time. 

Under Michigan Jaw a judge 
may send a Jaw violator to prison 
or he may put him on probation— 
a’ forni of sentence which permits 
the man to continue to hold a job, 
support his family and pay his 
taxes but which requires him to 
prove regularly to an officer of 
the court that he is behaving him- 
self. If his foot slips, he goes to 

rison. In prison, an inmate may 

e released at the end of his min- 
imum sentence (less time for good 
behavior) but again he must prove; 
‘to his parole officer that he is 
behaving., If not, back he goes to 
prison. 

The NPPA survey showed that |' 
Michigan courts use probation in 
about 50.6 per cent of the cases 
(47.5 per cent in Wayne County 
and 53 per cent outstate). 

However, 22 counties in Mich- 
igan use probation in at least 70 
per cent of the cases—13 counties 
use probation in 80 per cent of 
their cases and. nine use -proba- 
tion in 70 to 80 per cent. 

In none of the 38 counties using 
probation more than 60 per cent 
of the time has there been any 

act effect on -socicty; the Coun- 

cil said. It added that there have 
been dramatic savings in the 
money which would have been 
spent to imprison the men, to sup- 
port their families on welfare and 
a vital savings in the social bene- 
fits resulting from keeping a cas- 
ual law violator free from the 
corroding efects of prison life.
